With respect to the Etzrodt reference, it is agreed that this reference is not prior 
art to the present application since Applicant is entitled to the properly claimed benefit of 
earlier filing date of foreign patent application which claim has been perfected by receipt 
in the USPTO of certified copy of said foreign patent application. 

With respect to the Nakano reference, the disclosure appears to lack sufficient 
specificity to support an anticipation rejection of the presently claimed aluminum 
compounds, and furthermore, the presently drafted claims require a glycol ether which 
the reference does not disclose or suggest. 

With respect to the Takashina reference, Applicant's contention that the 
disclosed reaction conditions would fail to produce the presently claimed aluminum 
compounds appears to be correct, accordingly the reference does not constitute an 
anticipating disclosure nor suggesting of obviousness.
